of liQuor in their tavern,ifnd to ruin on more or 
their fellow citizens with this deUructive mater - 
al. There was one other rum tavern in Enfield, 
and on the next day Mr T, called on the land- 
lord and his wife to urge them to leave off the 
Uaric. After a long and pleasant conversation, 
assurance was given that the sale should cecsi> 
soon in that tavern. Thus our people are in »
